Rev. John G. Curtis, of Albion, N.Y. State, and wife of

the Rev. Benjanin Jones, of Canada, aged thirty years, 
of consumption and dropsy. The subject of this obituary 
notice had remembered her Creator in the days of her 
youth; and by her piety and amiable deportment-, had 
secured the esteem and friendship of a wide oirole of 
aoquaintances. Her brief Journey throu^ life was 
marked with an unusual degree of happiness, based upon 
genuine piety, and growing out of communion with God and 
a union with one of the beat of earthly companions. 

Nine months previous to her decease, fatal disease 
commenced its slow but efficient operation productive 
of death. As her voyage thus far on life's too usually 
turbid ocean had been calm and stormless, she clung with 
strong affection to the companion of her youth, their 
two amiable daughters, and their loved home, which has 
always been cheered and delighted by the voice of 
affection and kindness. Medical assistance proving 
unsuooesaful in staying the progress of her disease, she, 
by medical advice, accompanied by her faithful companion 
undertook a Journey to the sea in hopes of obtaining a 
restoration to health. But arriving at Rochester she 
was made to xinderstand that all attempts to loosen the 


fatal grasp of her disease was useless. Here in a land 
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of strangers, she had a mighty straggle* Can I leart my 
oompanlon,, my babes, and our loved home? And go, - Whertt 
Into a world unknown* Hence she poured out her soul to 
God in strong orles and tears in prayer. Here she bs» 
oame wholly oruoifled to the world, and the world to her# 
Here death appeared, disarmed of his terror appeared 
as a welcome angel of mercy, oommlssioned to draw aside 
the thin veil that separates the spirit world from ours, * 
and to introduce to her the sublimer Joys of heaven* 

Here encouraged by the prospect before her, and refreshed 
by the blissful draught from glory, she ohserfully lot 
go her hold upon earth, and resigned her soul and body, 
her kind husband and children dear, her loved home, 
relatives, friends, and all that she had, and was to God, 
and returned to her loved homo, that she might there, 
in the midst of her family, relatives and friends, gather 
up feet and die our fathers God to meet. From the 
oonseorating hour, to the day of her release from earth, 
her sotil remained oalmly staid on God. In her death ths 
power of Divine graoe was most strikingly manifested* 

Her mental powers remained strong and unimpaired to the 
last; and from the day of her return home, (for the 
space of five weeks) she delighted greatly in talking of 
God, of heaven, and of her departure. Apprehending that 
her exit might be sudden, she requested that her grave- 
oloths ml^t be prepared In season, which were accord¬ 
ingly prepared in her room. And she talked of her depart¬ 
ure and the preparation for it, with as much composure 
and apparent pleasure, as though the preparation was for 











a journey to some distant, long-a'bsont and loved jTrltndl* 
She frequently spoke of the exquisite pleasure that would 

i 

be realized when she would be permitted to weloome the 
loved ones she was leaving behind, to the sublime joys 
of heaven. She said to one of her sisters present, who 
enjoyed but a feeble state of health, and was of a fear* 
ful, timid turn of mind, when expressing her fears of 
death - "Oh, Phebe, there is nothing so terrible In 
death if you are prepared for It; when you see mo die, you 
wlllnevor bo afraid of death again." On the night of 
the second Instant, feeling that the hour of her depart¬ 
ure was near, she requested that her relatives ml^^t be 
sent for, and wo were soon with her. Her soul was happy 
In God. She talked of God, of heaven, and of her depart¬ 
ure, with seraphloal sweetness, and all present who loved 
God, realized muoh of the Divine sweetness and presenoe 
of Him, who said, "And lo I am with you alway, even to 
the end of the world." After rejoicing a while, she 
said, "Pa, it is not likely that you will over have more 
of your children together again than you have now. I 
would like to have you pray with us once more." We bowed 
in adoration before God and committed to him ourselves 
and our departing child. Her symptoms becoming more 
favorable, some of us returned home. She fell in a deep 
sleep, but soon her breathing indicated that her slumber 
would end in the sleep of death. Her mother awakening 

her, said, "Mary*" She opened her eyes and presently 

you 

said, "What, Ma?" "What would/think if you knew that 


you was dying?" "I would think that all was well. But 
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nhat malces you think that I am dying, ma?" "You art btooBiag 
oold and your nails are turning blua." "Ara thay?" And 
holding up her oold hands to the oandlt, and azamlnlng 
them, and finding that It was so, she aiolaImed,"‘Blast 
the Lord 0 my soul, and all that Is within ma blast Hit 
holy namef*" After having given expression of the Joy she 
felt In view of her Immediate release from mortality, and 
admission Into heaven, she said, to her ma^ "I would Ilka 
to sae my friends again and bid them farewell*" We soon 
were present, and Joined the feast of parting, for sure It 
was a feast, and a feast of love - for that God who Is love 
was manifested there. And Mary, although passing throu^ 
the valley and shadow of death, was drinking of the waters 
of life, and her buoyant soul was fluttering almost Impat¬ 
ient to be gone. "Pa," she eiolalmed with rapture, "wt 
have had one good time tonight, (alluding to the happy 
soene enjoyed In the beginning of the evening) and now 
we are having another." And sure It was <iulte unlike the 
common scenes exhibited In the chamber of death; yes. It 
was like the Joys realized In the richest of love feasts 
where God Is manifested In the outpouring of His spirit. 

It was a time of weeping; yes, and of shouting too. Our 
tears were tears of mingled Joy and sorrow. We rejoiced 
with her who did rejoice while passing dry-shod over Jordon, 
and only sorrowed for ourselves, who, deprived of her company 
were left to linger a while upon the distant shore. Yet ws 
would not - did not dare - even to wish to stay the flight 
of her happy spirit, then on wings to heaven, knowing that 

our loss would be her Infinite gain. I said*

Mr, Mallory moved, seconded ty ^r. Viillcocks, that the petition of 
Augustus Jones, Deputy Sxirveyor, be now read. The Petition of Augustus 
Jones, Deputy Surveyor, was accordingly read, and is as foUowst— 

To the Honorable the Commons House of Assembly of the Province of Upner 
Canada, in Parliament assembled. 

The Petition of Augustus Jones, Deputy Surveyor, Humbly Slieweth, 

That Your Petitioner was employed as Assistant Surveyor at Niagara 
in the year 1789, by the then Deputy Surveyor of the District, Philip 
Frey, Hsq,, by the desire of the Commanding Officer and the concurrence 
of the then established Board, and has been continued in the Sur¬ 
veyor General's Department ever since; that dxiring the periods of June, 
1787, and February, 1789, Your Petitioner, with his piarty, surveyed 
the greatest p€irt of fifteen Townships, containing 2,557 lots of 100 
acres each, amounting in all to Five Hiindred and Twenty-Six Povinds, 
Fifteen Shillings, and Two-Pence, Provincial C-irreocy, no part of which 
has been paid Petitioner, owing to the irregularity of Mr. Frey's 
Accounts, he having about that time obtained leave of absence to visit 
his father in the State of New York, from whence he never returned. 

That your Petitioner nevertheless continued the sxirvey in the ab¬ 
sence of Mr. Frey, until after the division of the Province of Qiiebec, 
and a Surveyor General for this Province was appjointed, and your Petition¬ 
er's accounts were regularly paid. After such division of the Province 
of Wuebec Your Petitioner made out an attested copy of his accountw of 
surveying the fifteen Townships, andlaid them before the Law Board,^who

James Jones, late County Judge of 
Brant, was born 21st jjecember, 1821, 
died 7th November, 1902. He was the 
son of Stephen Jones, of Stony Creek, 
and his wife Llary Smith (of U.E.L.descent) 
and grandson of Stephen Jones, U.E.L. 

(whose brother Augustus Jones, U.E.L., a 
warm personal friend of General Simcoe, 
was a well known surveyor of the very 
early days of Upper Canada, and laid out 
Yonge Street, and other important landmarks 
of this part of Upper Canada; he married 
the daughter of a klissisauga chief.) 

Jud.'-e Jones was called to the bar in 
1846, and was at the age of thirty-tw^JJ| 
appointed County Judge of Brant, when 
that county was formed out of the Core ^ 
District. ^ ue retired from the bench in ^ 
1897. He' married in 1847, Liargaret, ' 
only daut'hter of John Williamson, J.P., 
of Stony Creek, and had issue, viz.:
